The Outlet. 

It will have been observed that tbo po- 
licy of this journal respecting the open- 
ing of an outlet for the beef cattle beyond 
the Oasoades is endorsed by tho peoijloof 
the interior. In every inatunue in which 
their voice has boon heard it has beou in 
favor of an inoxpensivo cattle-way. not a 
oostly Iloman read. The excellent lotlor 
from Yale on tlio subject, which we pub- 
lished yesterday, is very ])ronouuced on 
tluH jioint, Huch a road as that proposed 
by tho Government i» regarded by tho 
very communities most interested in the 
oipondituro as a piece of unjustifiable ex- 
travagance and tho amount set down as 
palpably inadequate for the attainmentof 
the promised results, and the Govern- 
ment are told plainly that.as a bait thrown 
to catch tho people, thexittempt will fail, 
— showing very clearly that tho desperate 
gamo now being played by Ministers with 
a viow to retaining oflice a little longer is 
thoroughly understoo.l. The mora ob- 
vious objections to involving tho couutry 
in debt jnat now for tho purpose of build- 
ing Buch a road have already been ad- 
verted to in tliis journal. Tho i)rosent 
object is to point out ono which ultLouKli 
perhaps, less obvious, is no leas j^i'^^i-'ti- 
cal. It must be clear that the time uc- 
oessary for the production of a wagon - 
road costing in all probability, not less 
than three or four hundred thousand dol- 
lars would be very much greater than 
would suffice to open a good, practicable 
oattle-way. The former would in all pro- 
bability occupy several years. The latter 
might be accomplished in a single season. 
That time constitutes a very important 
element in tlio question is easily shown. 
On tho ono hand, tho cry is tlmt tlie conn- 
try is being drainod of its realized wealth 
to' tho tune of something likeoue hundred 
Bud iiriy lliouauud dollars a y^-m 
for that of which we possess an ample do- 
mestic supply,ooald it only be moved to 
the seaboard. On the other, we are told 
that our own stock raisers are Irembling 
on tho verge of hatikruptey.fokdy because 
of tho impossibility of getting thoir orer 
grown herds to market. Uotii diseases 
demand immediate lemedy and cannot 
well afford to anait the completion of a 
Boman road. lo many of tile distressed 
stock-raisers such a road would bring re- 
lief too late, whllo the fatal ilr.iin would 
still go on for years to conio. Viewing 
the question fron every standpoint, what 
appears to bo wanted most is tlio speody 
opening of a good, subitantial cattle-way, 
susceptible of being gradually improved 
into a wagon road as the needs and cir- 
cumstsnccB of the country demand and 
justify; and tho Government will best 
promote the i)ublic interest liy the imme- 
diate construction of nuch a means of 
communication between the seaboard and 
the pasture-ground of the interior. 

Reign o£ Terror- 

Although not in the habit of noticing 
anonymous contomi)orary correspon- 
dence, "C.K.'s" letter in Monday's Slu-t- 
dard may, perhaps, be treated as an ex 
ception, — not,ce rtainly.on account of any 
intrinsic merit, but solely because of tho 
spirit of intolerance it breatlics. It may 
bo premised that the general style ai.d 
tone of the document leaves no room to 
doubt that its author is a member of tlie 
"Silont Brigade," one who, from the mo.'^t 
cloAO and familiar assooiati(ju with Min- 
isters, has imbibed their spirit. The 
member makes a coarse attack upon se- 
veral of the most respected residents of 
Yale, because they dared to disaiqirovo 
of hiscour.so as their represfMitati vi-. Thu 
Bclioolinaster and tlio tt'h^^jiiiph operator 
he would visit with bauisliiiient, for no 
other crime than that they lioKl political 
opinions of their own aud dared express 
themi This npecies of petty tyranny, 
this contemptible effort at iutimidatiun 
might possibly work in some countries; 
but we betr to assure tho little Premior 
and his little bud-ftdlow that Mio people 
of British C.'oliitiibia do nut, as a rule, 
present materiLd favor. ililu to tlio siiCi-i'ss 
of such a policy, aud the ni:in who tries 
it, be he Minister or Member, is sure 
to fail. But in his ludicrous at 
tempt the Yale member has only 
acted in harmony with, pos-iilily iuolio li- 
enco to, his masters; fcjr this is thu spirit 
and policy carried into every departmiMit 
of the public service by the present ad- 
ministration. It would app';ar tliat a 
corajileto "reign of terror" has been in- 
augurated, so that no man shall be em- 
ployed in any cajjacity whatever who will 
not take the oath of allo;^d.uici) to the pro 
Bont Ministers, and any man evincing the 
filightoat independence of political t lionf.;ht 
ia threatened with instant dismissal or a 
reduction of salary. In short, tho wliolo 
public revenues and jiatronago are farmed 
out upon this principhi — to reward Bill)- 
serveiioy and punish inde))cni!onco. Wo 
bavo in reserve some illustrations o\ tlio 
astounding length.^ to which Ministers 
have ventured to carry this principle, il- 
lustrations which will astonish the pub 
lie when made known.

The Saanioli Roads- 

Editor Coi,o:ri8T, — I noticed in your 
weeMjisauepf ^gfcli d^tb a letter 
from" a ~Soutl{ oaanicher concerning 
the appropriation for Xorth Saanich 
District. I do not auvy or covet tliat 
person's disposition; but I am astou- 
iahod at his impudence, for tho (one 
above taautioiiod broathea the <iuiiit- 
esaence of a selfish ftod graedj nature. 
In the lirat place he has the odranta^'e 
of us by beiiijf sevenil iniles nearer 
town; socoaJly, wo have to travel 
through South as well iia Xortli Saa- 
nick, and for several weeks past any 
one may drive a buggy from Rao's 
bridge to town without soiUng thetii'c 
of a wheel, whilst from the former 
place it is almost an impossibility for 
a span of horses to draw an eniply 
wagon; in fact, wc have no road lUlcr 
leaving Eae's bridge. It is a porfcet 
mudbole tho other three or four miles. 
It a problem with a new settlor how 
aud by what means ho ia to get seed 
to his place, for it is well known tho 
mudbole is not passable for at least 
another mouth; and as to tho majority 
being new settlers, that soumls much 
like tho talo of tho hundred cats. I 
cannot call it a lie; but it is as far 
from the truth aa tho North Polo is 
from the South. The oM settlers of 
North Saauich are a qiiiot, unpresum- 
iug pcojjlo and liavo been v.-aiting 
patiently f(3r tho last thirtuoa or four- 
toeu years for a rojid without com- 
plaining. Th«y have bad to cross 
through each other's farms to tlie west 
road, making tho distance to Victoria 
many miles longer iu conse'iM"U"o of 
having no road. Unfortuuatoly for 
tliemaclvea they possens Lo(j liltio of 
what a South Saiiuicher has too mucdi 
nf. What that is I leave tbe reader to 
jiulge. What the new settlers an; 
made of it is bard to tell, for they only 
number three.

'J'ho Is- 
lands of Qneon Charlotte, udjaeent totho 
nofhern co.ast of British Columbia, are 
also of great importance, and conlain 
coal, copper, and gold, and thitherward 
thu hardy goldseekers h.ave already bo- 
gun to extend their oiioratioiiN. Tho 
subject is of tho greatest imjiortanee, aud 
we aro ijlad to learn that nioro lunnlilied 
details nro to bo furnislied us from the 
pen of tho Game author, in a worl; shortly 
to ba publhshed, entitled "Westward by 
the Peace to the Paeilie."
